"FOUND OUT,'i^^ 



The Local Governincut camo into 
oflico a year ago with a sort of Zulu 
rush. They invaded tlio iMiiiisterial 
camp and assegaied their opponents 
right and left. The dash and brillian- 
cy ol their movements excited the ad- 
mii^tion of their friends and annihilat- 
ed their foes. IMr. AVALKK>r — the 
Oettwayo of the campaign — was hail- 
ed as a skillful general and a big 
medicine- man a.s well. He had but to 
mount the rostrum and beat his tom- 
tom and an.army of followers respond- 
Cji; .to'.'the call. ' He was^'the coming 
miui whio ".was destined to right our 
wrongs, cure all our ills and inaugurate 
an era of prosperity from end to end 
of the Province. lie met the House 
in August with a solid majority of 
liineia. an assemblycomposed of twenty- 
five members. Tremendous odds — 
great power to place in the hands 
of a man who while a member of a 
previous IMinistry had recklessly plung- 
ed the country into a debt appro-xiniat- 
ing three-quarters of a niillioa dollars. 
Throughout two sessions he had mat- 
ters all liis own way. He governed the 
cbunti-y after a fashion of his own. 
There was nothing ho asked that his 
courtiers did not procure for him. Wo 
verily believe, had he expres.sed a de- 
sire for the moon, that the dekidod 
Mo!^iMOYL, the Pi-ophet Saul, the 
taken-m-and-done-for Arrajis and the 
fatwitted Ev.vxs would have spliced lad- 
ders and tried to grasp tlTTT shining orb. 
No happier combiualion of circum- 
stances ever met a iNtiiiistcr on his ac- 
cession to office than that which greeted 
Mr. Walkeu in July, 1878.- An Op- 
position so numerically weak that it 
could offer but slight op]iositioii to his 
measures. A House packed witli obe- 
dient supporters. A public confiding 
and hopeful and patient to a fault. All 
things combined to insure a successful 
andibrilliant career ; and to the super- 
ficial observer it scorned as if the Min- 
isti'y were firmly seated for many year.s. 

A twelvemonth has passed since with 
blare of trumpets and flash of assegai, 
and loud-sounding tom-tom the politi- 
cal Zulus captured James Bay, and 
what' has happened ? A complete re 
vulsion of popular sentiment, brought 
about by the failure of everything the 
Walkk.m Government have taken in 
hand. On all sides there are .signs of 
dissatisfaction. The most sensible sup 
porter is unable to cite a single instance 
where success has crowned the cAbrts 
of the Government. Ask liim about 
the Chinese Tax Bill, and he acknow- 
ledges immediately that it was a huge 
deception on the workingmen. Con- 
front him on the Island railway with 
Sir Charles Tupper's Hamilton .speech 
and he says at once the road is lost. 
Inquire as to the whereabouts of the 
"600 laborers to bo at work on the 
drydock in August," and he will inform 
you that they are still in cmhrijo. Cor- 
ner him on the drydock subsidy, and 
he will reply that its nature is .still in 
doubt. Attack him on the Secession 
Memorial, and he will summons his 
legs to cany him away from your 
vicinity. In a word, Failure is writ- 
ten across all things save one, and tliat 
is an ability to .scoop in taxes. There 
never existed before and there will 
never exist again a Government that 
developed such an abnormal talent for 
transferring money from the pockets of 
the public to the coffers of the Treasu- 
ry.- The most original methods have 
been resorted to for drawing in the 
dimes. If the law and the constitu- 
tion stand in their way, so niucli the 
worse for the law and the constitution.

Under a pros- 
perous state of affairs the.se enormous 
imposts would be bad enough. Butwhen 
it is seen tliat as a result of the policy 
of the Government wiio imposes the 
burthens the country languishes and 
droops and only officials thrive, is it 
any wonder that the gorge of the tax- 
payers rise as tiioy arc forced to 
throw into the Bottomless Pit at the 
Treasury their hard earnings ? 

But not only has the Ministerial po- 
licy failed to bring about any ;^ood re

But tlie day when such shallow 
humbugging would pass current with 
Government supporters has gono by.

People know now 
that no subordinate Minister can 
breathe defiance to his chief's order and 
retain his })osition a single moment. 
The Mr. Jorkins game lias been play- 
ed for all that it is worth. It is Mr. 
Walkkm who is alone responsible, and 
it is ho and his principal colleague who 
havo been "found out." He cannot 
longer escajie by pleading the iinpl.'iciu^ 
hility of a mean " partHGi ,'' and he has 
got to -accept the full responsibility. 
The Ministry is a dead failure. 
They have lost the public con- 
iidencc. They havo deceived their 
followor.s, broken all their pledges 
and by their incapacity and neglect 
havo well-nigh ruined the country. 
They have been completely exposed as 
humbugs and at the very first election 
will be swept away like chaff before 
they have had an opportunity of again 
"washing their spears" in treasury 
blood. May we not, for once, b(! al- 
lowed to compare groat things to small 
and quote from the peroration of the 
Dako of Argyle's recent speech in tho 
House of Lords on the policy of the 
Beaconsfield Government, and apply it 
to our local rulers? 

"My Lords, you are beginning to bo 
found out. The pcoplo of this country 
are beginning to see that you havo not 
obtained for them what they expected.

Time is your 
great accuaer; tho course of events is 
summing up the case against you. What 
have you to say — I shall await to hear — 
what have you to say why you should not 
receive an adverse verdict at tho hands 
of tho public, as you will certainly be 
called upon to receive it at the bar of his- 
tory?" 



Effect of tho Prince Impexial'o Death. 

LoN'nox, June 2-1. — In tho House of 
Lords this afternoon, in the presence 
of an unusually full House, tho Duke 
of Cambridge arose to express the deep 
sorrow with which ho, as Commander 
of the Her ^Majesty's army and mem- 
ber of the royal household, had receiv- 
ed the news of the death of the Prince 
Imperial of France. The Duke said 
he had enjoyed an intimate acquain- 
tance witli tho Prince, and had conceiv- 
ed for him a very lively admiration. He 
iiad seen in iiim an excellent disposi- 
tion, far more than tlio usual military 
talent, and promise of a great and 
glorious career as a soldier, prince and 
statesman. His Royal Highness went 
on to say that he was sure the .sympath- 
ies of the entire royal family were with 
the Empress at Chiselhurst, in her sad 
and irretrievable bereavinont. 

Beaconstield re-echoed the reinarlcs 
of the Duke of Cambridge, and in very 
feeling and sympathetic form deplored 
the di.iaster which had fallen upon tho 
Napoleonic family. These regrets, .said 
the earl, could be frankly and openly 
expressed without imputing ill-will 
or distrust of the present republican 
Government of France. For the ex- 
isting Government in France it was 
well known Her Majesty's Govorn- 
meut cherished sentiments of sincere 
friendship ; but the whole history of 
France was so bound u]) with tht! Na- 
poleonic name and family that this loss 
of its liead, a youth so full of [)roniisc, 
so admirably qualified by nature and 
education for the discharge of the 
highest duties and so unquestionably 
devoted to the best interests of France, 
whether as a republic, monarchy or em- 
l)ire, would be felt in every French 
household, and he deplored his death 
as a personal as well as a national mis-

HoUgr^-otis Zntolllgrenoe. 

A Wcsleyau missionary, in Sierra 
Leoiio, Africa, recently made a trip in- 
to the interior and found •when only 70 
miles from Sierra Leone, a cool, healthy 
climate. He also discovered an unsus- 
pected, if rather rude, civilization, for 
lie found a people who understood how 
to smelt iron, which they manufacture 
into spear-heads and other weapons and 
implements. The people are said to be 
comparatively few, inollensivo, with no 
particular idea about religon, but quite 
willing to receive Christian teachers. 

London War/d : A comjjlaint was 
recently made to the .Vrchbishcp of 
Paris that a priest was living at a hotel 
in the Rue de Rivoli in a way timt 
suggested an imperfect conception of 
his vow of celibacy. It turned out 
that the supposed blackslider •was a 
very Ritualistic vicar of a living in 
Norfolk, England. As tho discipline 
of tho Western Church did not allow 
him nil altar in Paris, and ho was too 
high for the Anglican clergy there, he 
performed mass on his dresssing 
table, his wife assisting, and substitut- 
ing i)astile3 for incense. 

According to the Chan-li, Times, the 
number of clergymen that have left the 
English Church for the Roman during 
the past forty-live years amounts to 
only 1 J3er cent, on tho entire body of 
English Church clergy. 

At the chureli of Ronsecours, Mon 
trcal, on the Queen's Birthday, a mass 
was said "for tho couversion of Eng 
land, beginning with the Queen." 

Thero are in Ontario, Quebec and 
Manitoba 354 Baptist churches, with 
27,489 members, an increase of 727. 
Three of the congregations are in Mani- 
toba. 

The rector of a reformed Episcopal 
church at Chicago has announced that 
hereafter the sermon will only last 
twenty minutes. The nni.sic, which oc 
cui'.ies nearly an hour, is not, however 
to be abridged. 

Tho Vicar of IJyo has been admon- 
ishirg his congregation in reference to 
their niggardliness. Tho sums collect- 
ed on tho Sundays sometimes did not 
amount to 20s., and amongst the con- 
tributions were brass buttons and bad 
coin.s. The Vicar told his hearers that 
they seemed to prefer saving their 
money and going to Hastings to devot- 
ing part of it to the service of God. 

MoNTiiEAL, Juno 17. — The Reform 
ed Episcopal Church, established here 
under the pastorship of Rev. Dr. Ush- 
er, has withdrawn from the connection 
with the sect in tho United States, and 
united with the English branch, of 
which Dr. Gregg is styled Primate. 
The Conference at Chicago was the 
cause of secession. Charges •were 
brought against Bishop Gregg, and Dr. 
Usher alleges that no defence was al- 
lowed in his behalf. The charges were: 

First— That Bishop Gregg altered 
the constitution and canons in manu- 
script after they were passed by the 
Synod, and that those ho had printed 
as such were not what were adopted. 

Second — That he has left the Re- 
formed Episcopal Church. 

Third — That he has become such a 
terrible thing as a "Primate," and is in 
himself tho whole Church, and no one 
has anything to say or any power but 
himself. 

Fourth — That ho wrote to Bishop 
Fallows for a letter dismissory, and 
acted as though he had received it be- 
fore it could have possibly reached 
him. 

Fifth — Tlmt he consecrated Bisliop 
Toko after authority to do so had been 
revoked. 

After a good deal of discussion the 
secession resolution was carried by a 
vote of GI to 18. 

Tho Catholic (ihurch is surprised 
this morning by the announcement 
that owing to the (imineial diiliculties 
of the Church during the period of de- 
pression through which it is passing, 
the Catholic Bishop has determined to 
abandon his Episcopal palace, and rent 
it or sell it, and accept a curacy in St. 
Henrie, thus saving the body ten 
thousand dollars per annum. Tho 
Mincrvr, hopes that the nrcessity for this 
sacrifice of His Lordshiii w ill not exist 
for a long period. 

A Durban correspondent of the Daily 
yfwx says: — "The following is a tele- 
gram just to hand from (trahamstown: 
— 'Scene in (Cathedral yesterday at 
morning service, when liishop J\lorri- 
man attended in his place with inten- 
tion to preach the sermon. Dean Wil- 
liams read the prayers and the Rev. 
W. Imiiey the lessons. As soon as the 
prayers wore closed tho Dean rose, 
without loss of time, an:l gjive out the 
text for the sermon. The usual prac- 
tice is singing a hymn just before the 
sermon. Whilst the Dean was read 
ing his te.xt the Bishop stood, and w.is 
understood to speak aloud as follows:— 
" Before God and this congregation I 
protest tliat I am interrupted in my 
ministrations in tliis place." He then 
walked deliberately from his place 
down a side aisle to the other end of 
the cathedral, and left the place. The 
Dean preaihed and concluded the ser- 
vice. The congregation looked dis- 
tressed. An action at law is now sup- 
posed to be pending.' "
